KAHN SAYS LEAGUE 
OPPOSITION GROWS. 


CONGRESSMAN IN PARIS PRE- 
DICTS PEOPLE. WILL DEMAND 
COVENANT CHANGES.

PARIS, March 23.—Before Con- 
gress convenes public opinion tn the 
United States will demand a revision 
‘of the constitution of the Leacue 
of Nations. Julius Kahn made this 
prophecy today. 

Opposition to the league covenant 
in its present form ts Increasing th 
the United States, according to Mr. 
Kahn. The sentiment is nonparti- 
san, he said. It is not opposition 
to President Wilson or the league. 
The people of the United States fa- 
vor a league, but the mafsority do 
not want the covenant made a part 
of the treaty. Public support of 
Lodge and his colleagues is growing, 
according to Mr. Kahn, who said ob- 
jections are based on articles 9 and 
16, partioularty opposition to arti- 

cle 16. 

“I am sure Senator Lodge is ex- 
pressing the sentiment of the ma- 
jority of the people of the United 
States. If not now he will before 
the next Congress, because some of 
the brightest men in the Senate 
now are speaking in. public, explain- 
ing the stand they have taken. I[f 
the President insists on the treaty 
and covenant in its present shape 
combined the Senate will refuse to 
ratify it. 1 regard the situation at 
home as serious.” 

Mr. Kahn came to Europe to make 
an exhaustive study of military 
schools in view of preparing for a 
fight for universa! military training. 

“I expect considerable opposition 
to universal training in Congress, 
but we will win,” he said. 

Of: interest to officers who have 
accepted Reserve Corps comm 
sions is Kahn's statement that they 
probably will be called to act as 
instructors at the schools and camps 
where universal training is carried 
out. Mr. Kahn will remain in Bue 
rope two months, go over the bat- 
tifields to the Army of Occupation, 
visit Switzerland, Italy, England, 
and study all question bearing on 
compulsory training.

PARIS, March . — Tomorrow 

will be an extremely important day 
for President Wilson and those who 
are seeking to bring the League of 
Nations covenant before the Peace 
Conference for final action. 
‘ Amother meeting of the league 
‘commission will be held under W1)l- 
son’s chairmanship and the ‘desire 
is to finish the revision of the cov- 
enant based on proposals of the neu- 
tral governments and suggestions 
from other sources, including those 
in the United States*—among them 
several Republicans of national re- 
pute, who have shown keen interest 
in having the league made a going 
concern. 

One of the proposals which, it is 
understood, is receiving considera- 
tion from the President and Col. 
House, contemplates an addition to 
the covenant to strengthen the 
Monroe Doctrine. According to it, 
no non-American nation shall ac- 
quire property on the western hemi- 
sphere, by purchase or otherwise, | 
without the consent of the govern- 
ments of the western hemisphere. 
This is rather a direct recognition 
of the Monroe Doctrine, aithough 
it‘ does not confer on the United 
States government, solely, the right 
to veto any such attempted acquisi- 
tion. It recalls the controversy over 
Japan’s lease of property rights on 
Magdalena Bay from the Mexican 
government, which brought a con- 
demnatory resolution from the 
United States Senate. 

UP TO CONFERENCE. 


The impression is gathered In 
Américan quarters that the Presi- 
dent and his mission associates are 
not @isinclined to believe that spe- 
cial recognition of the particular 
policies of individual governments 
will meet with the operenatee of 
the Peace Conference as a whole, 
but apparenly they are willing to 
conform to the suggestions concern- 
ing the Monroe Doctrine and iet 
them take their chances in the con- 
ference itself.

REMAIN FIXED. 


Many Trade Difficulties De- 
velop in Conference. 


Industry Board Expected to 
Other Meetings.

WASHINGTON, March 23. — 
Representatives of the lumber in- 


the Department of Commerce en- 
countered many difficulties pecullar 
to the trade in beginning conference 
yesterday with a view to effecting 
price revisions similar to those in 
steel products. 

At the close of more than six 
hours of discussion, it was an- 
nounced that in the absence of any 
organization competent t speak 
for a majority of the lumDer pro- 
ducers in this country, no agree- 
ment had been reached and in view 
of the complexity of the situation, 
sufficient data was not available on 
which the board could base any ac- 
tion. 

Hope of an agreement was held 
out, however, in the decision to 
have a committee of the lumber- 
men remain in Washington for con- 
sultation with the board and to sup- 
ply available figures of the produc- 


lumber industry. Further meetings 
will be subject to the call of the 
board, which will occupy much of 
this week in conference with brick 
and cement interests. 

It was evident from comments 
after the meeting that the lumber- 
men did not hold out any prospect 
of material reductions in the prices 
of their products. John H. Karby, 
president of the National Lumber 
Manufacturers’ Association, de- 
clared production costs had gone up 
out of proportion to the rise in price 
and that the increase had continued 
even since the armistice was signed. 
Members of the board said frank- 
ly that they recognized the difficul- 
ties involved as peculiar to the 
trade.

The problem 
must be approached with recogni- 
tion of the fact that in Mexico we 
have not had the small farmer.

We are getting the land back 
for him, in the first place; in the 
second, we are putting him on the 
land and permitting him to pay for 
it bw long-time terms: third, we are 
permitting him to buy also on long- 
time agreement, the latest and 
most improved farming machinery;

|\WORK REVIEWED 


Monthly Compendium Re- 


ports on Session’s Laws. 


Appropriations of Billions 


Have been Approved. 


President's Part in Legislation 
Also Set Forth. 


can (RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, March 23.—Ac- 
complishments of the Sixty-fifth. or 
war Congress, are officially reviewed 
in the final number of the monthly 
compendium of the House of Repre- 
sentatives appearing today. Unfin- 
ished business of the Congress, whica 
necessarily must be considered in 
the legislative programme of the 


new Congress soon to convene also 
is contained in the publication, 
which was edited by W. Ray Loomis, 
an official of the House. 

The Sixty-fifth Congress is shown 


ito have appropriated approximately 


$57,000,000,000, passed 349 public 
laws, forty-eight house resolutions, 
forty-eight private laws and con- 
ducted thirty-two Congressional in- 
vestigations. A total of 22,594 bills 
and resolutions were introduced, of 
which 16,684 originated the 
House and the remainder in the Sen- 
ate. President Wilson vetoed five 
measures. 

President Wilson's part in Con- 
gressional matters is set out by a 
list of notable dates, including his 
approval of the history-making laws 
and his numerous addresses. It is 
shown that for the, first time laws 
were signed in a foreign country; 
that for the first time a measure, a 
revenue bill, was signed on a rail- 
road train: that for the first time a 
President had addressed the Senate 
in favor of woman suffrage, and had 
signed a bill to “move the sun for- 
ward and then backward,” and had 
gone on the floor of the House to 
shake hands with members of the 
foreign war missions. 

Another unprecedented feature 
was that practically one-fourth of 
all. the laws of the three sessions 
were approved during the last tine 
daye of the Congress. Fifteen Rep- 
resentatives and ten Senators and 
twenty ex-members died during the 
Congress. Two former presiding of- 
fiers of the Senate, Theodore Roose- 
velt and Charles W. Fairbanks, also 
are included In the death roll. 

A list of authors of bills receiving 
action beyond mere introduction 
shows a predominance of names of 
chairmen of committees.. Senator 
Chamberlain of Oregon, chairman of 
the Military Committee, with fifty- 
eight measures, led the list, with 
Sentor Mvers of Montana, chairman 
of the Public Lands Committee, 
second, with thirty-five bills.

AMERICA GAINS 
SEA SUPREMACY. 


Greatest Maritime Power of 
World, Says Hurley. 


Declares War Leaves United 
States in Lead. 


Asserts High Wages Factor in 
Trade Development. 


(RY A, P. NIGHT wmr 
WASHINGTON, March 23.—Ship- 
building facilities acquired during 
the war have made the United States 
the greatest potential maritime pow~ 
er of the world, asserts Chairman 
E. N. Hurley of the Shipping Board, 
and will enable it to outdistance all 
other nations in the raxe toward re- 
placing a shortage of 16,225,000 
gross tons of shipping lost &6 the 
result of unrestricted German sub- 


marine warfare and of the faflm’® 
of normal increase by new produc- 


tion. 
Mr. Hurley made this assertion 

in a report of his trip to Europe, 

where for three months he was in 


close-touch with’ the shipping inter- 
asts of foreign nations. The report 
will be used in working out a pol- 
icy of ownership and operation of 
the American merchant marine. 

Mr. Hurley estimated that in July, 
1914, the sea-going steam bottoms 
of the world totaled 41,225,000 
gross tons, which was reduced by 
war to 37,000,000 gross tons, a net 
loss of 4,225,000 gross tons. In ad- 
dition, he stated, there was a loss 
of 12,000,000 gross tons, which 
would have been constructed if war 
had not stopped the normal increase 
in production, making a total loss 
of 16,225,000 gross tons. 

The Allies and neutrals suffered 
a total loss by enemy action, marine 
risk and capture of 15,218,000 gross 
tons, Mr. Hurley said, and gained 
by new construction and seizure 
of enemy ships, 14,249,000 gross 
tons, leaving a net loss of 969,000 
gross tons. The net loss to the 
Central Powers was even greater, 
since they lost 3,016,000 gross tons 
and gained only 740,000, a difference 
of 2,276,000 gross tons. 

AMERICAN, JAPAN GAIN, 

Only two countries, the United 
States and Japan, have a larger 
amount of tonnage now than wher 
the war began. Japan showed a 
net gain of 25 per cent., Mr. Hur- 
ley reported, while the United States 
jumped far in the lead with a net 
gain of 125 per cent. 

“The United States forged ahead 
as rapidly as Germany fel] behind,” 
said the report. “In August, 1914, 
the United States sea-going mer- 
chant marine, 500 gross tons and 
over, included 624 steamers of 1l1,- 
758,465 gross tons, and 870 sailing 
vessels and schooner barges of 947,- 
852 gross tons, making a grand total] 
of 1494 sea-going merchant vessels 
of 2,706,317 gross tons. 

“On November 11, 1918, at the 
end of the war, the steam-going 
merchant marine had increased to 
1866 vessels of 4,685,263 gross tons 
and the sailing vessels and schooner 
barges had decreased to 747 vessels 
of 829,917 gross tons, making a 
grand total of 2113 sea-going mer- 
chant vessels of 65,515,180 gross 
tons. 

“This does not include the seized 
enemy vessels, which at the end of 
the war aggregated eighty-eight 
vessels of 562,005 gross tons, of 
which number eighty-one of 546,210 
gross tons were steamers and seven 
of 15,795 gross tons were sailing 
vessels.

The purchase from aliens of 233 
vessels of 833,854 gross tons, the 
movement from the Great Lakes te 
the ocean of sixty-six steamers of 
139,469 gross tons, and miscellane- 
ous acqu ions amounting to thirty. 
one vessels of 39,219 gross tons are 
other sources of acquisition. 


LOSSES SHOWN. 


“The loss of 114 vessels of 322,- 
214 gross tons by enemy action, of 
278 vessels of 405,400 gross tons by 
marine risk, of 130 vessels of 268,- 
149 gross tons by sale to aliens and 
of sixty-four vessels of 149,761 gross 
tons through the sale to the United 
States government, abandonment 
and other causes, accounts for the 
decreases. Losses of fifteen German 
and requisitioned ships amounting 
to 112,248 gross tons are not in-

“Today we are potentially the 
greatest maritime power of the 


earth, for the reason that we pos- 
sess the greatest shipbuilding instru- 
mentailities.”’ 

Mr. Hurley stated that Great 
Britain suffered a net loss in the 
war of 3,443,000 gross tons, amount. 
ing to 18 per cent. of her entire 
tonnage. Other nations which suf- 
fered heavy losses include Norway, 
which lost 1,178,335 gross _— tons; 
France, 907,168 gross tons; Italy. 
852,124 gross tons; Greece, 337,545 
¢ross tons; Denmark, 239,922 gross 
tons, and Sweden, 201,733. 

“The study of the Shipping Board 
*xperts revealed teeming ambi- 
tion among other wers to achieve 
a higher maritime standing,” said 
the report. “In almost every coun- 
try the desire exists not only to re- 
place war losses, but to add new 
totals to be used in the work of 
reconstruction and in developirig new 
foreign trade. 

“Even Switzerland has not 
caped this desire to acquire a mer- 
chant marine. Ships will be ac- 
quired as soon as canal improve- 
ments are made on the Rhine.” 


ON SEA TO STAY. 
The chief interest now centers 
on the question of whether the 


United States can henceforth~main- 
‘ain her new place upon the seas, 
or whether she must now disband 
the energies that brought her mer- 
chart fleet into being.

“The war has brought us into a 
high place as a maritime power. I 
find the peoples of the world aroused 
to an intense interest and concern 
as to the use we are to make of 
this power.”

(4,) duty, necessity or propriety of 
assaulting or killing governmental 
officials or individuals, connected With 
the government; (5,) unlawful de- 
struction of property; (6,) publi- 
cation of literature, public speak- 
ing or propaganda in private conver- 
sation advocating overthrow of the 
government and law by opposition 
to organized government; assaulting 
and killing of government officials, 
and the unlawful destruction of 
property. 

“However, every alien taken into 
custody under this act shall have 
his case considered on its own mer- 
its before it is finally disposed of.”

They are _ satisfied 
particularly with the President's ex- 
planation that the covenant provides 
for the extension of the Monroe 
Doctrine to the whole world. 


Mexico and the republics to the 


south prefer enforcement of the 
Monroe Doctrine by the whole world 
to enforcement of the Monroe Doc- 
trine by the United States. This at- 
titude is attributed partly to jeal- 
ousy of the United States, resent- 
ment of the “big brother’ theory and 
fear of American imperialistic am- 
bitions. 


“Do you favor a reservation of 


the Monroe Doctrine in the League 
of Nations covenant?” was the ques- 
tion I put to the Latin-American en- 
voys in Washington. 


Here are the replies: 
Peru—lI am among those who con-

That is to say 
that the Monroe Doctrine need not 
be applied, but it does not mean that

XTRA CONGRESS SESSION NEEDED 
The urgent necessity for a special ses- 
sion of the Sixty-sixth Congress, to be 
called by President Wilson as soon as pos- 


| sible, for solving the grave issues now be 


fore the American people must appeal to 
every right-thinking citizen, regardless of 
party leanings. 


Thanks to the archaic rule prevailing in_ 


the Senate (for which both parties are to 
blame) many of the niost im t meas 
ures pending before Congress on the eve 
of adjournment sine die at noon. on March 
4 were allowed to be choked to death by 
filibustering; and when the gavel fell on 
the deliberations of that body a score of 
measures having to do’ with the welfare of 
the people and appropriating millions of 
dollars for purposes that for the most part 
commanded the approval of the country died 
with the demise of the Sixty-fifth Congress. 
The Senate rules that alldw a member 
bent on defeating legislation to remain on 
his feet ag long as his inclination or his 
physical strength will permit are the crea- 
tion of both the Republican and the Demo- 
cratic bodies as they dominate from time 
to time. When Republicans were in a ma- 
jority the Democratic minority has been 
able to delay and defeat legislation that 
organization did not favor. When Demo- 
crats were in the majority Republicans 
have ysed the rule to the same purpose. 


It is true that all the way through the 
stormy history of the Sixty-fifth Congress 
the Democrats had a clear working major- 
ity in both Senate and House and under 
the whip of the Wilson administration 
should have speeded up the enactment of 
necessary legislation so as to have avoided 
congestion at the close of the session; but 
that party did not do so, and the water has 
run over the wheel. The Sixty-fifth Con- 
gress had all the time from Aprik 1917, 
when it was convened by President Wilson, 
until noon of March 4, 1919, to carry out 
fits programme, but failed to make good use 
of its opportunities, and the nation is con- 


fronted today with a situation that can only. 


be relieved by the power under the Con- 
stitution charged with the responsibility 
for necessary legislation. 

When Congress adjourned but two of the 
most important measures were enacted in- 
to law and signed by President Wilson— 
the bill providing for the Fifth Liberty 
Loan and the billion-dollar wheat guaran- 


tee bill. Half of the fourteen regular ap- 


propriation bills were blocked and left on 
the Senate calendar. 

The measures that failed included all re- 
construction legislation, taking in the gen- 
eral road legislation and bills defining the 
shipping policy and dealing with employ- 


‘ment, labor and illiteracy; the oil, gas and 


coal land leasing and water power devel- 
opment bills; the compromise woman suf- 
frage resolution; legisiation to enforce war- 
time prohibition; meat industry legislation; 
immigration exclusion and alien deporta- 
tion bills; resolutions to terminate the con- 
trol by the government of telegraph, tele- 
phone and other wire utilities December 
31; the sedition bill; the bill appropriating 
$100,000,000 for reclamation of waste lands 
to be allotted tp soldiers and salflors: the 
bill appropriating $750,900,000 to be known 
as the railroad administrative fund, and the 
huge army, navy and merchant marine bud- 
gets. ‘ 


Another reason for the failure of Con- 
gress to act was.the bitterness that has 
grown up between the President, the Re- 
publicans and a number of Democrats, due 
to a variety of reasons well understood by 
the country. In fact they were so thor- 
oughly known that the voters of the United 
States decreed that the Republican party 
should have charge of all legislation for 


two years at least from March 4, 1919, by 


electing a Republican majority in both 
brancl&s of Congress. 

That this was a sore disappointment to 
President Wilson goes without saying: but 
he is.to blame, for he had made a partisan 
appeal trying to take all the credit for the 
successful prosecution of the war for his 
party, and it was resented. Since that day 
President ‘Wilson has arched up his Scotch 
Presbyterian back like the tail of a cat 
spitting pver the back fence—resulting in 
the intense political antagonism that 
has been known in Washington since the 
days when Grover Cleveland wrote his un- 
fortunate letter about having “Congress on 
his hands” and surpassing that which 
marked the Andrew Johnson and the Harri- 
son administrations. 


Thus we are confronted in the last analy- 


‘sis by a President who declares that he 


will not call an extra session of Congress 
until he gets good and ready, on the one 
hand, and a lapse of national legislation 
that demands a quick remedy, on the other. 

Under the Constitution of this nation the 
Republican party has been given the man- 
date: of the people to take charge of na- 
tional affairs, but that same instrument 
only provides for a session of Congress on 
the first Monday in December, 1919, or 
more than a year after the election. The 
hiatus can only be provided for by a special 
Session, and the President is the sole judge 
as to when the session, if at all, shail be 
called. 3 

It is possible under our organic law for 
Presidetit Wilson to defeat the will pf the 
people as expressed at the polls in Novem- 
ber last, until the first Monday in the com- 
ing December, if he wills to do so: but it is 
hoped that his disappointment over the re- 
sult of the late election and the squelching 
of some of hig pet measures will not take 
on such a hue ag that. ‘ \ 

In addition to the bills that fell by the 
wayside there is a great programme of re- 
construction to be inaugurated by the Con 
gress, and a Republican majority has been 
delegated by the people to do that work. 
It embraces the entire fabric of our poll- 
cles and acts in the perilous times ahead 
and the determination of world fssues. Out 
of the present chaotic conditions, both at 
home and abroad, must come legislation to 
apply to a multitude of questions that in- 
terest the people and belong to no party. 


Never before in the history of the coun- 
try has a Congress been called to face such 
a complex situation, and that body should 
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every American citizen. Next December is 
too long to wait to apply the ‘hot fron of 
American patriotism to that festering sore. 

What is to be the size of our standing 
army? ‘What is to be spent on the navy? 
Are we to have a universal system of mill- 
tary training? 
they to be given back to their owners or 
managed by the government with a continu- 
ing and ever-increasing deficit that must be 
met by the taxpayers? Is the programme 
of government control of the telegraph and 
telephone wires to be our future national 
policy? Is the guarantee of the price of 
wheat to be maintained at a cost of one 
billion dollars a year? Are the army can- 
tonments, that cost the people millions of 
dollars, to be maintained or junked? What 


is to be the future aviation plan that so far - 


(through mismanagement) has burned up 
millions of American money? Should there 


be any investigations of the patent abuses 


that have appeared in the army and navy? 
These queries but touch the hem of the 
garments of mighty subjects requiring early 
consideration. The American people want 
to see Congress at its business. ‘ 

There is glory enough for all in carrying 
on the affairs of the greatest republic the 
sun ever shone upon; and petty party poli- 
tics should not be allowed to interferp in 
executing the mandate of the people, who, 
under our Constitution and laws, are su- 
preme. 

Let President Wilson (who was so de- 
pendent upon the loyal support of Repub- 
licang in both branches for legislation in 
harmony with his ideag for the successful 
conduct of the war) bend a little, for the 
good of the country, and call the Republican 
Co to its job. Bend, Mr. President,

Marshal Crowder the United States had an 
army of 7,131,172 men in service or ready 
for mobilization at the time the armistice 
was signed. There were actually 4,791,172 
men in the uniform of service. More than 
two out,of every three were raised through 
the draft, and the per capita cost of a 
drafted man was only $6.52 as against 
$28.95 for volunteer enlistments and $217 
for each inductment in the Civil War. The 
provost-marshal turned back $38,000,000 of 
the $54,000,000 appropriated by Congress as 
the probable cost of the draff— No great 
army wag ever raised so quickly or so cco- 
nomically. There was an a 1 lot of mon- 
ey wasted in the conduct of the war, but 
it was not in the operation of the machin- 
ery by whichethe vast army was drafted 
into service. 


Gen. Crowder’s work-or-fight order forced | 


more than 120,000 men either Into the army 
or useful work and his drive on slacker 
marriages added another 125,000 men to 
class 1, from which every one of the drafted 
men wag taken.

SALVATION ARMY

Sometime, somewhere, somebody 
may erect a monument to the 


doughnut. 

We have had memorial arches, 
fountains and obelisks erected in 
honor of the returning doughboy, but 
nothing erected to the doughboy's 
best friend. : 

The doughnut must not be allowed 
to revert to the pantry from which 
it was dragged forth to help win the 
war, or linger in the moist obscurity 
of the cupboard. It must be perpet- 
uated in public. It deserves to be 
memorialized in marble and brass, 
or more expensive material. 

Just what sort of monument 
would be most appropriate is prob- 
lematical. A doughboy in bronze, 
standing in the mud with his right 
arm raised and wearing a large 
doughnut on the middle finger of bis 
hand, might appeal to many art 
lovers. Or again, he might simply 
be standing with both mitts clutch- 
ing a couple of cfullers. 

Some might favor a Salvation 
Army lass standing on a pedestal 
with a large steaming doughnut 
forming a halo about her head. 

But before going further with the 
subject let us consider the part 
which the doughnut played in mak- 


ing the world safe for democracy. 


In order to do this it will be neces- 
sary to take up the trafl like food 
bounds and follow it to France, 


The boys were slopping along 
through a muggy night typical of 
Northern France. A constant drizzle 
was turning into a rain, and the 
water was forming in pools on a 
landscape already so sodden that it 
could absorb no more.

It was not altogether a roseate pros- 
pect. Visions of food or something 
hot to drink before morning they 
coulda not conjure up in their wildest 
forays of imagination. 

About midnight a little fivver 
creaked by the column. It was 
loaded to the mudguards" with peo- 
ple and a lot of paraphernalia, but 
detalls could not be visualized in the 
dense darkness. The fellows were 
too tiféd to even chirp their cus 


tomary greeting to “Henry.” The 
Ford ca ed its 
way ahead through. the t, and 


nobody gave it another thought. 
But when they finally slipped and 
half staggered up the incline where 
they were to sleep under 
seraggly trees. because the incline 
offered a bit of drainage, a delicious 
aroma on the heavy afr made them 
sniff. Were they dreaming on their 
feet, or was it the partial delirium 
that sometimes comes mercifully to 
overwrought men. Unmistakably 
that was the combined aroma of 
boiling coffee and frying doughnuts. 
Verily, it was more than a fantasy. 
Into the hands of the men at the 
head of thé column was slipped a 
warm doughnut and a steaming cup 
of coffee. And as the line passed 
each soldier was served. After all, 
it was more like a fairy tale than 


reality—doughnuts and coffee in 
this black wilderness back of Ver 
dun.

floundered past us in the dark. They

Ratiroad Commission Report 
Shows They More than 
Doubled in a Year. 


That oil prices, largely due 
to war conditions, more than 
doubled in a year, is shown 
by the annual report of the 
State Railroad Commission, 
which has just been issued. 
In the chapter dealing with 
the problems of the public. 
utilities: of the State, the com- 
mission report says: 

“This year, 1917-18, has 
witnessed tremendous in- 
creases in the cost of fuel oil. 
The cost ‘has more than 
doubled. Formerly the aver- 
age price varied from 65 cents 
to 80 cents a barrel, delivered 
at the companies’ plants. 
Now, 1918, the records of the 
commission show that fuel oil 
costs $1.62 a barrel in Oak- 
land, $1.86 in Chico, $1.87 in 
Colusa, $1.65 in Fresno, $1.68 
in San Rafael, $1.77 in Marys- 
ville, $1.97 in Oroville, $1.68 
in Napa, $2.27 in Nevada City, 
$1.62 in San Francisco, $1.79 
in Santa Rosa, $1.72 in San 


Jose, $1.77 in Woodland, 
$1.79 in Vallejo, $1.64 in Senta 
Cruz, $1.85 in Hollister,

M USICAL. 
VECSEI'S RECITAL. 


NG PIANIST IN CLASSIC 
CONCERT REPERTOIRE, 


By Truman B. Handy. 

Desider“Josef Vecse!l's concert Sat- 
urday afternoon at Trinity was what 
is popularly termed a “success.”’ But 
to those who have heard Vecsel be- 
fort it was not. He lacked some of 
the prilliance he has shown pre- 
viously as soloist with the Symphony 
Orchestra, and at times failed to in- 
terpret as well as formerly. 

He played a very carefully selec’ - 
ed, entirely classic rogramme, 
opening with the W. riedemann 
Bach Concerto, which is somewhat 
too ‘technical for a platform per- 
formance. It is hardly More than 
a series of five-finger exercises, heavy 
and at times dissonant. It gave 
Vecsei, however, an excellent oppor- 
tunity to display some very good 
finger work, although to judge his 
tone shading by this particular work 
would be to do him an ifjustice. 

His sympathy with the piano is 
idelightful, and Vecsei seems totally 
to disregard the existence of any- 
thing other than the soul of the 
composition he is playing. “On the 
Wings of Songs” of -Mendelasohn- 
Liszt, and the Chopin “Barcarolle,” 
both of them quiet, harmonic little 
tone studies, afforded him a great 
chance to show his shading, which 
he did superbly. The Chopin Etude, 
however, Was not quite so well dene. 
He seemed less interested, aithough 
at times in the Schumann “Carne- 
val” he showed genius. In the lat- 
ter I refer to,the repressed, ‘‘sym- 
pathetic’ movements. 

The “Carneval” demonstrated his 
ability to put over some extremely 
fine pyrotechnics, which he does not 
unlike the old master De Pach- 
mann, whom Vecsei resembles*im a 
number of ways. His heavy work, 
too, ig somewhat like Ganz's, in that 
he makes no attempt to soften his 
bass chords. 

Speaking of bass chords brings 
to light the fact that Vecsei’s left- 
hand work fs superior to his right- 
hand work — why, cannot be ex- 
plained. This was particularly no- 
ticeable in the first of his final en- 
cores, a Glazenoff, and in the Liszt 
“Valse Oulblee,”” which he gave well. 
And he was fully in the lNssome 
spirit of the Liszt “Tarantelle Ve- 
nezia e Napoli,” which won him 
laurels. 

Vecsei undoubtedly has a bright 
future. There is no use’ begging 
the question. He plays with pre- 
cision and aplomb and has far more 
than the average young pianist in 
his favor. True, he has a few dis- 
tracting mannerism, such as his 
habit of shifting his@chair ana of 
kicking himself with his left foot, 
but these in time will be overcome. 
His unusual sympathy for the piano, 
and shading and his delightful con- 
unusually high plane.
